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Lick lawn pests 
with chlordane 


By Dr. BR. Milton Carleton 


I a d you like a lawn free of crabgrass, as well as crubs, 


ants, moles, and night crawlers? 

Tests carried out at the University of Wisconsin indicate 
you can give your lawn “built-in” protection against all of 
these pests in one operation—-by applying the insecticide 
chlordane to your soil 

The value of chlordane against crabgrass was discovered 


after experts used it on t lots of grass to control sod web- 


worms. They found treated plots free of crabgrass. The old- 
est test plots, which got the chlordane treatment three years 
ago, still are free of the pest. A pound of actual chlordane to 
4,000 square feet, the rate used at Wisconsin, in no way in- 
jured permanent grasses 

Chlordane treatment apparently doesn’t interfere with re- 
seeding of bare spots. Laboratory tests showed some slight 
delay in germination—but the final percentage that grew 
was not affected. Even this slight check has not been ob- 
served on soil in the lawn. It seems safe to reseed a lawn 
treated with chlordane in the spring by the following Au- 
gust, the earliest date permanent grasses should be sown. 


Vou can apply chlordane now to cut down number of 
crabgrass plants and reduce amount of seed carried over 
winter. Or put it on next spring before seeds germinate. 

lo do its work, chlordane must be in the upper half inch 
of soil when craberass seed sprouts. It kills the first true leaf 
of the seedling, and the bud from which its stem grows. 

Chlordane is an ef! ve craberass killer because it stays 
active. Crabgrass seed doesn’t sprout all at once, and it lies 
dormant until the soil surface is exposed to sun. 

Use 14 pound actual chlordane per 1,000 square feet, in 
emulsion, dust, or solution form. Convenient form is 25 per- 
cent wettable powder, shaken on as a dust. A pound package 
would be just right for 1,000 square feet 

Another form is 45 percent emulsion, A pint in 3 gallons of 
water will treat 2,000 square feet. Chlordane ts a poison, so 
handle it carefully and observe manufacturer's cautions. 

As crabgrass seed that sprouts is on the surface, don’t try 
to wash the insecticide into the turf 

Chlordane, the best-known ant control, also kills white 
grubs, Japanese beetle grubs, and night crawlers. To control 
grubs and night crawlers, double the dosage and wash chlor- 
dane into the soil. You'll also eliminate carnivorous moles 
that burrow through lawns in search of these pests. 


. 
Since chlordane has little effect on mature crabgrass, you'll 
need to treat spots you miss with another material. Potassi- 
um cyanate or PC is effective against mature crabgrass, 
after which you can apply chlordane 

If you treat your lawn too late in spring, mature plants 
won't be killed. Again, you can use PC and apply chlordane 
later. Because of the risk of delaying sprouting of good grass 
seed if vou use chlordane late, best answer is to use PC to 
kill crabgrass, then reseed as soon as possible. When new 
vrass is cut first time, apply chlordane to catch leftover 
crabgrass seed that sprouts the following spring
